Major  manpower  program  may  leave 
the  OMI;  alleged  mismanagement

For  the  past  two  years  Ed 
Freeman  has  run  a  truck 
driver’s  training  program 
on  Broad  Street  in  the  OMI 
as  part  of  the  Mayor’s 
Manpower  Training  Pro¬ 
gram.  Over  150  “disadvan¬ 
taged”  persons,  including  25 
women,  have  graduated 
from  the  12-week  course. 
Over  90  percent  of  these 
received  a  Class  I  license; 
many  went  on  to  high 
paying  jobs. 

“We  have  had  the  best 
manpower  program  in  the 
city  and  everybody  knows

it,”  said  Freeman.  “We 
have  been  able  to  take  these 
people  through  a  12-week 
course  and  make  them 
qualified  for  an  $18,000-a- 
year  job.” 

Despite  his  claims  of  suc¬ 
cess,  Freeman  may  not  be 
selected  to  run  the  program 
again  when  new  funds  be¬ 
come  available  in  Novem¬ 
ber.  Freeman’s  operation  is 
now  being  audited  for 
alleged  unauthorized  ex¬ 
penditures,  hinted  to  be  in 
excess  of  $20,000. 

Freeman,  well-educated 
and  articulate,  denies  that 
any  money  has  been  mis¬ 


The  weather  cooperated; 
local  merchants,  street 
artists,  and  community 
groups  maintained  booths;

“To  me  this  is  the  greatest 
thing  that  has  occurred  in 
this  community  in  the  seven 
years  since  I’ve  been  here,” 
said  Olliver  Loud,  director  of 
the  Farragut  recreation 
center.

spent.  He  is  fighting  hard  to 
have  the  program  remain  in 
the  community. 

A  major  portion  of  the 
alleged  unauthorized  ex¬ 
penditures  involve  a 
“graduate  course”  run  by 
Freeman.  It  used  graduate 
drivers  paid  by  private 
funds.  But  it  also  used 
manpower  money  to  rent 
equipment  for  a  private 
trucking  firm,  OMI  Truck¬ 
ing,  set  up  by  Freeman. 
He  explains  that  the  com¬ 
pany  was  set  up  in  despera¬ 
tion  in  order  to  give  his 
graduates  actual  hauling 
experience.

“The  OMI  has  tended  to  be 
just  a  neighborhood.  When 
things  like  this  happen  it 


When  his  program  was 
set  up  in  1974,  Freeman  was 
able  to  get  an  agreement 
with  the  Teamster’s  Union 
local  stating  that  they  would 
accept  his  graduates  into 
their  membership.  Because 
his  program  used  unloaded 
trucks,  however,  graduates 
could  qualify  only  for  Class 
“B”  cards.  Few  were  get¬ 
ting  jobs. 

Freeman  decided  to  set 
up  the  private  trucking  firm 
to  seek  affirmative  action 
contracts  for  private 
freight.  After  30  days  of 
hauling  with  a  load,  his 
drivers  could  then  qualify

for  a  Class  “A”  union  card. 

He  claims  that  the  man¬ 
power  office  knew  he  was 
running  his  graduate  pro¬ 
gram,  and  approved  of  it  at 
the  time,  but  won’t  admit 
that  now. 

“No  funds  have  been 
embezzled.  Nobody  has  any 
money  in  their  pockets,”  he 
said.  “I’ve  never  operated  a 
program  like  this  before 
and  I’m  bound  to  make 
mistakes.  It’s  the  first  and 
only  manpower  program 
this  community  has  ever 
had.  If  whatever  I  have 
done  is  so  bad,  don’t 
defrock  the  neighborhood. 
Just  fire  me.” 


The  S.F.  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors  has  placed  a  60<lay 
hold  on  any  new  award  of 
the  truck  driver’s  training 
funds.  By  that  time  the 
audit  of  Freeman’s  opera¬ 
tion  will  be  done. 

Eunice  Elton,  Director  of 
the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Em¬ 
ployment  and  Training,  is 
the  one  who  will  make  the 
recommendation  to  the 
mayor  as  to  who  will  get  the 
new  training  jobs.  Free¬ 
man  and  three  other  groups 
have  submitted  bids.

“I’m  sure  in  his  mind  he 
hasn’t,”  she  said.  “We 
grant  money,  however,  to 
do  a  very  specific  job.  Ed 
has  used  a  bunch  of  money 
for  what  he  felt  was  a 
worthwhile  purpose.  It  was 
not  authorized,  nor  could  it 
have  been.  I  would  have 
some  trouble  recommend¬ 
ing  to  the  city  that  Ed  was  a 
responsible  contractor.  We 
have  had  so  many  admini¬ 
strative  problems.” 


Freeman  still  hopes  to  get 
the  new  funds.  But  in  any 
case,  he  would  like  to  keep 
OMI  Trucking  in  business. 
He  said  he  has  the  drivers 
and,  given  a  hauling  con¬ 
tract,  he  can  get  any  equip¬ 
ment  he  needs. 


“If  I  can  find  jobs  for 
these  people  I  can  keep 
them  from  returning  to  the 
streets  and  the  jails,”  he 
said.  “I’m  screaming  my 
head  off  that  OMI  Trucking 
Company  ought  to  get  $1 
million  in  an  affirmative 
action  contract  for  the 
sewer  project. 


“I’m  here  in  the  position 
to  explode  a  myth  and  a 
lot  of  people  are  not  too 
happy  about  this,”  he 
added.  “They  can’t  escape 
the  logic  of  it.  But  a  lot  of 
people  are  jealous  so  they 
say  get  him  off  the  scene.” 

Freeman’s  organization  is 
also  connected  with  the  new 
food  stamp  outlet  on  Ocean 
Avenue,  the  EOC  office  on 
Broad  Street  and  a  child¬ 
care  center,  also  on  Broad 
Street. 
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Safeway  is  vital  to  OMI 

In  the  September  OMI  NEWS  we  examined  the  plans  of 
Safeway  to  close  its  store  on  Ocean  Avenue.  Safeway  says 
the  store  is  “inefficient”  and  “outdated.”  We  think  the 
store  could  be  remodeled  and  modernized;  we  think 
Safeway  has  made  an  arbitrary  decision  to  leave  the 
community. 

If  the  OMI  is  to  remain  a  viable  community  it  needs  a 
strong  business  element.  The  Safeway  store  has  plenty  of 
parking  and  plenty  of  potential  business  driving  by.  If  it 
can’t  make  money  on  Ocean  Avenue,  who  can? 

The  OMI-CA  wants  Safeway  to  improve  the  store  image 
and  to  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the  OMI  business 
community. 

When  questioned  about  the  September  article,  Safeway ’s 
Urban  and  Public  Affairs  Manager,  Bill  Gross,  said  only, 
“Thank  you  for  printing  our  side  of  the  story.”  and  “I  don’t 
think  I  can  add  anything  to  what  I  have  said  earlier.” 

We  ask  Gross  and  Safeway  for  a  more  substantial 
response.

Mr.  Roy  Jackson  as  quoted 
hit  the  nail  squarely  on  the 
head  and  the  community  can 
only  wish  he  had  used  a 
heavier  hammer. 

Mr.  Bill  Gross,  Urban  and 
Public  Affairs  Manager  for 
Safeway,  appears  to  need 
some  experience  in  public 
relations.  His  “excuses,” 
and  that  is  exactly  what  they 
are,  have  the  dull  but 
unfortunate  ring  of  total 
ineptness. 

There  is  no  doubt  in.  my 
mind  that  this  Store  is  losing 
money,  but  that  blame  rests 
squarely  with  Safeway  and 
not  the  people  of  this  com¬ 
munity.  Why  should  one  shop 
in  a  store  that  is  inadequate¬ 
ly  stocked,  with  third  rate 
produce  and  in  many 
instances  meat  of  question¬ 
able  quality?  In  addition,  the 
store  is  often  dirty  and 
unattractive  in  interior 
appearance. 

I  would  like  to  hear  an 
explanation  from  Mr.  Gross 
for  the  rationale  of  the 
Diamond  Heights  store 
enlargement  and  interior 
improvements.  This  was 
done  at  the  expense  of 
forcing  out  existing  small 


businesses  in  the  same  build¬ 
ing.  Could  it  have  been 
dictated  by  the  location  and 
perhaps  relative  affluence  of 
Ihe  residents  of  Diamond 
Heights  and  Twin  Peaks? 

In  short,  this  community  is 
being  given  the  shaft  by 
Safeway. 

“Since  we’re  neighbors, 
let’s  be  friends.”  Indeed!
